knoi.Y  much  more  about 
radioactivity  and  rrhat 
it  docs  to  people  than 
170  knoY  about  cancer, 
polio  or  even  the.  com- 
mon cold.

is  eapDOS'^d. 

There  are  tv’O  different  ' . 
kinds  of  radioactivity — first, 

.an  ,G:ctremely  po'vorful  invisi- 
ble burst  of  r.ays  and  pccrti- 
cles  thrown  o.ff  -at  the  time  of 
oorplosion.  Its  rays  and  parti- 
cles fly  out  quickly,  then 
promptly  die.  There  is  danger 
from  thorn  on.ly  for  little  more 
than  a minute. 

A little  less  than  a mile 
from  the  explosion  center,  if 
you  arc  unprotected,  you  are 
ahiiost  sure  to  suffer  illness. 
Less  than  2/3  of  a mile  a-'vay, 
those  caught  in  the*  open  air 
arc  rather  sure  to  soak  up  a 
fatal  doso  of  radioactivity. 

Still  the  possibility  of 
your  being  c.aught  rathout  some 
protection  is  not  very  great. 
Even  if  you  are  on  the  street, 
there  is  a good  chance  that  a 
building,  or  many  buildings 
rrill  bo  bet’^een  you  and  the 
burst,  and  they  will  p.artially 
or : complotoly  shield  you. 

Atomic  explosions  high  above 
ground  cause  the  most  vridespread 
damage,  juid,  as  happened  in  Ja- 
pah,  ■'’dien  an  A-bomb  ’ goes  off  in 
the  air  .you  are, far  more  likely 
to  be  hurt  by  'bhe  bomb's  blast 
and  huat  ivaves  than  by  radio--- 
activity. 

The  second  type  of  radio- 
activity-lingering radi oacti v- 
ity  will  be  discussed  later.
